A largo n timber of the students 
turned ont for the nicotine, practi- 
cally every chair In the liirne H11JI 
Koom being occupied. The meidine 
opened with the slnptuK of Hall, Alma 
Mater. K. V. Anmron was In the chair 
and briefly Introduced Mr. n. H. 
Fletcher, who has boon appointed fo 
succeed C. IX b'raser as secretary o( 
the Students' Council. Replying to 
the introduction. Mr. I'Metelior raid 
that he himself had been an iiniler- 
craduate at McOIII. and hoped that 
the present student body would have 
as a pleasant a time at college as hu 
had had. He also expressed the desire 
(to help out with information or In any 
other manner any student who de- 
sired assistance in matters pertaining 
lo college activities. 

The minutes of the last meeting 
were then rc:id and adopted. The opîy 
business arising out of the mlmttes 
was the presentation to corporation 
of a petition asking for the unifi- 
cation of the opening dates of tile 
academic year Ln the various faculties.

The matter was 
dropped until later in the session.

Theatre night 
had added over $:tnt.l lo the Cou ncl Til 
revenue. After one minor correction 
had been made. I he financial state- 
ment was unanimously adopted. 

Commenting on J lie statement, 
Amaron pointed out t lui t t his year 
Hie Council would not. have control 
of the profits made through athletics, 
but It Imped to have considerably in- 
come, from other sources. At ihc. 
present. I line the Council has a reserve. 
I'll till of over ÎS.00U. At the conclusion 
of this session it is estimated that the 
Council will have an additional J 
BOO at their disposal.. Amaron asked 
that suggestions he sent lo t ho X"-'oun- 
eil as to whether Ibis money should 
be added to the present capital or be 
spent on student activities, his own 
opinion being that the money largely 
contributed by the student body should 
bo returned to It in the way of Im 
provemenls in various activities. It 
was also estimated that the "Daiiy" 
would this year turn over $1.000 pro- 
fit lo the Council* showing an im- 
provement of $2,000.

Shortly after the appointed hour, 
the six debaters, followed by Sir Ar 
thur Currie and H. O'Hagan, the 
president of the Literary and Debat- 
ing Society, and the chairman of the 
evening, walked on the platform. O 
'Hagan said a few words of welcome 
and outlined the general plan of the 
dobate:each speaker was to be at 
lowed, fifteen minutes to present his 
argument, -after which the leader of 
the affirmative would have five 
minutes for rebuttal. He then called 
on Mr. Bagnall to open the debate 

Mr. Bagnall spent several minutes li? 
telling the nudletice how pleased the 
Oxford men were to be In Canada. 
They felt that It was little nearer 
home. Tho speaker made some very 
clover and humorous remarks before 
actually dealing with the subject of 
the debate, and In fact his whole 
speech was notod for this display of 
wit. 

Coming right to the point, Mr. Bag 
nail stressed the Importance of the 
location at hand, and emphasized this 
fact I hat there arc I misconceptions 
everywhere concerning the League tif 
Nations.

Mr. Gardiner, the second spenker for 
tho affirmative followed, lie., al once, 
showed hlmuelf to lie n nne speaker, 
and every word of h Ira was listened 
to with Interest. Ile oxpliillîcd Hie 
workings "f the Lcttglie much morn 
seemed elaol ntaonl shrdlu mh rfdwy 
fully than hud been done before. It 
Is governed by lluee bodies, vl«: the 
Council, the Assembly mid the Sec- 
retarial, which roughly compare with 
the Cnmidiun Cabinet, Houses of Par- 
liament and Civil Hervlce. He Minn 
enumerated n number of different de- 
partments of the Hecrotarliil, which It.- 
elude: Kconomlc nnd, Hinnnclal Hec- 
llon, Internal Hrfalrs, Gonenil Inffir- 
iiiatlon. Legal. Poltticnj, Social. Tran- 
sit and Conimilnlcatlon, Administra- 
tion, Iho Protection of Minorities, Re- 
duction of Armaments, nnd Health. 
The speaker lauded the great work 
which hart been done In connection 
with the financial reconstruction of 
Austria, and showed the grent value 
of Publicity In keeping the nation 
from grappling at each other'n throats. 

Ratshnw, the second speaker for the 
negative, opened with the question, 
'Miivo we any cause, to have hop'.; In 
the League" His strong noint. was 
the Injustice of the League ■ In at- 
tempting to glvo territorial integrity 
o Its members: he followed Ihis point 
by stating that continued Injustice 
would never produce peace. 

Mr. Searfo opened with a flow of. 
criticism which served to attack the 
whole structure of the arguments of 
the negative. He maintained that the 
League has accomplished more than 
It could reasonably be expected tu do 
In four years. Thé only Important 
pewers that are left out at present 
are Germany, Russia and the United 
States. The League had to he set up 
under very difficult conditions and, 
he concluded, "until a better policy 
is devised, let who dares, criticise il.'' 
Penrose spent some time in refut- 
ing the arguments of his opponents. 
His chief point was the uselessness 
of the permanent court of internation- 
al Justice, which," as "he" said, can only 
deal minor problems, and even then, 
only such as aro presented to the 
Court. A conference of able men had 
been appointed by the CounVil and 
they had decided that cases must be 
made obligatory, nut the Council 
themselves .overruled this, and so the 
cases arc now voluntary. Fl'teen 
smaller states have offered problems 
for solution, but none of the great 
powers have seen fit to do so. 

In conclusion, Penrose explained Hie 
Negative's contention by a good il- 
lustration. He compared the Leasuc 
to a fine building with a beautiful 
nppoaranco; on entering ono might 
see on the left hand a Covenant room 
full of treaties of little importance — 
while on the right hand might be seen 
n sign "Members Only." where one 
could find the members quibblin; 
amongst themselves and also a record 
of the recent bombardment of Corfu. 

The summitry of Mr. Ragnnll's able 
rebuttal is a question which he placed 
beforo < tho audience. "Will you In 
Canada look forward to putting all 
your support Into a thing which has 
done good. 

The judges retired and while they 
wern absent a voto wits taken Iu tho 
audience which gave an overwhelm- 
ing majority In favour of the affir- 
mative, Tho Honorable C. .1. Dohcrty 
gave the judges' decision as mentioned 
above, following which O'llngen ile- 
eln.md the meeting adjourned. A
